Investigation revealed that an unknown individual using the 
name J. W. HARRISON asal s t e d gA^iE TTI in the placing of 
telephone surveil lance in ^NrOwAN ' s" room ; that ^'PHyLLIS , 
MC GUIRE of tbe MC^IJIRE singing act, was then keeping company 
with'liAN W^6N and DAffROV/AN has indicated that he intends to 
marry^ PffiTLLIS MC GUI RE. PH gLLIS MC GUIRE has been a girl 
friend of^SAirGIANCANOrin^he past/^^^ ' 



EDWARD L. DUBOIS of Investigations, Inc. advised he 



received a call from ROBERT MAHEU, a private investigator in 
Washington, D. C, requesting DUBOIS send two men to Las Vegas 
by October 26, I960, for physical surveillance work. \^ 
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Subsequently, according to DUBOIS, MAHEU told him to send only 

one man as he, MAPIEU was going to send one man. Ohereafter, 

DUBOIS sent BALLBTTI and the unknown subject accompanied BALLBTTI. y 

During October, specifically from October 11 to 29, 196l, 
ROBERT A. MAHEU and a J. A. ROLLINS were registered* the 
Kenllworth Hotel, Miami Beach, Florida, and ROLLINS accompanied 
MAHEU. VX 

MAHEU has stated that ROLLINS is JOHN A. ROLLINS but 
refuses to further identify him. V/hlle at the hotel, ROLLINS 
^ was charged with two telephone calls to WH 3^^5B^Chlcago^^ 
Vyillinols, which Is the telephone number offHBHHHBIBB 
a close friend and aasoci^t^^^cmQ^DSSELLi . He was aiso 
charged with a call to^BH^^^HHH telephone DI 7-*6298, 
Woodland Hills, Calif orniaT^^HMisalso a close friend and 
associate of ROSELLI. 

ROLLINS was charged also with a call to the Desert 
Inn Hotel, Las Vegas, Nevada, telephone DU 2-6000. ROSSELLI 
has received many telephone calls in the past at the Desert - 
Inn Hotel. \ \ 

In view of the above calls, the possibility exists 
that ROSSELLI may be JOHN A. ROLLINS. 

THOMAS FOLEY, Las Vegas, Nevada, attorney, in the 
latter part of October i960, received a telephone call from 
JAMES P. CANTILLON of the law firm of Cantillon and Cantillon, 
Beverly Hills, California, requesting that FOLEY represent 
BALLETTI and arrange for his bond, and CANTILLON personally 
guaranteed FOLEY'S fee. It is noted that JAMES P. CANTILLON 
is JOHN ROSSELLI* 8 attorney and a close associate of ROSS£LLI.\J^ 

Infonnatlon was received from Central Intelligence 
Agency that in their operation against FIDEL CASTRO in Cuba, 
ROBERT MAHEU in the fall of I96O was contacted to act as a 
"cut out" In contacts with SAI4 GIANCANA on the basis that 
because of gambling activities in Cuba under the BATISTA 
government, GIANCANA might still have sources and contacts in 
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Cuba which would, be of value to CIA. ^ 

ROBERT MAHEU on interview on May 25, 1961, by Bureau 
Agents, stated that the original contact with GIANCANA in that 
matter was made by "JOHNNY" who MAHEU declined to identify. 
In this connection* it is noted that ROSSELLI is acquainted 
with a number of Chicago hoodlums and no doubt is acquainted 
with GIANCANA. L\ 

MAHEU said that while woxicing with OIANCANA, 
information was received that his interests in the Cuban 
situation was being disclosed by GIANCANA to other individuals. \J\ 

MAHEU stated that it was ascertained that G IANCANA was 
veiy much in love with ^HYLLIS MC GUIREof the MC GU iKh riJW ggP 
act.

MAHEU stated, that he decided to have microphone 
coverage installed in^ROTjn^njjroom in Las Vegas; that he made 
this decision himself, and ne arranged to have Investigations, 
Inc. send two men to Las Vegas to install and operate microphone 
coverage of1^^2U£i2b He said it was his intention to have only 
microphone coverage and that BALLETTI and the UNSUB w ent too 
far in installing telephone coverage ol ^DtfAR rSgpSa? 

Information appears in this report that on April 29, 
1961, ROSSELLI was charged with telephone 

call to JE 3-9655, Falls Church, VirKlnla, which is a number 
called by CANTILION on November 1, -19o0, for BOB MAHEU. On 5/20/61 
he was charged with a call to JE 3-7277, Palls Church, Va., which 
is also a telephone number of ROBERT I-IAHEU. 

In connection with the BALLBTOI investigation, l^ads 
have been set but.. to determine * the oubscrlbers to.te^phone 
numbers in Chicago, Illinois, and Miami, Florida, as set out in 
this report, which were ehargedr to ROSSELLI during April 1961. 
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BALLETTI has advised that while in Las Vegas in 
October I960, he received instructions from MAKEU to contact 
T."W. RICHARDSON at the New Frontier Hotel and RICHARDSON would 
pay him $1000 for the wozk being done by BALLETTI and the 
UNSUB in Las Vegas. 

T. W. RICHARDSON has denied knowing BALLETTI or paying 
any money to BALLETTI or anyone else in connection with this 
matter. It is noted that ROSSELLI has in the past contacted 
T. W. RICHARDSON. ROSSELLI also in the past has contacted 
ROBERT MAHEU. \X 

Leads are also outstanding in the BALLETTI investigation 
to reinterview MAHEU to determine if JOHN A. ROLLINS is 
identical with JOHN ROSSELLI. Also, leads have been set out 
to have ROSSELI.I's handwriting compared by the FBI Lab with 
the signature of J. A. ROLLINS at the Kenilworth Hotel and 
the signature cf J. W. HARRISON at the Riviera Hotel.

Further investigation revealed that Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) in connection with their operations concerning 
FIBEL CASTRO in Cuba contacted ROBERT MAHEQ to act as. "cutout" 
in contacts with SAM GIAMCAKA en the theory that aiANCAXA through 
his gambling activities in Cuba under the Batista Government 
might still have soiirces and contacts in Cuba who could be 
of value to CIA. According to officials of CIA, tbiji organization 
did not authorize the microphone surveillance onlX>N BOirAH.

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ROBEBS; MAHEU was inter\riewed at 190 North 
Canon Drive, Beverly. Hills, California, on JUly 13, 196I, 
MAHEU was informed of his tight to an attorney and that- 
he did not have to answer questions and that anything he' 
did say could be used against hin in a court of law. 
MAHEU stated that in connection with the confidential 
assign>ent. for Central Intelligence Agency (CXA) he had 
been in contact with SAMUEL GIANCAKA and had received ' 
valuable assistance from OIANCANA, which, in turn, was 
furnished to CIA. MAHEU had reason to believe that 
GIANCANA nay have disclosed ihfomatibn regarding the 
project and, in view of the sensitive nature of the pro- 
ject, he, MAHEU, decided to determine whel^her or not 
GIANCANA had actually talked to unauthorized persons.

MAHEU stated that this decision was his own 
and that GIANCANA had no knowledge that the installation 
was made He said that he did discuss this with' JOHN

him in contact with GIANCANA. MAHEU denied that the instal- 
lation was made at the reqnest of ROSSELLI or GIANCANA or 
for the benefit of either ROSSELLI *r GIANCANA. >^ 
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He said that he did discuss his decision with ROSSELLI 
some tine prior to ordering the installation but does 
not recall the specific date or place nhere he discussed 
the matter with BOSSELLI. He pointed out that he does 
not recall whether or notlhis occurred during Octobjer, 
1960> when they were both registered at the Kenilworth 
Hotel in Miami Beach, Florida. He pointed out that he 
had met with ROSSELU on a number of occasions and^ there- 
fore, does not recall the specific occasion 'in whldihe 
discussed his decision with ROSSELLI. He does not recall 
what comment ROSSELLI made when informed of his decisicn . w 

HAHEU said that he requested EIKf ARB L IXTBOIS, 
Jr , a Miami Beach private investigator, to institute a 
technical surveillance of ^J^AN ROWAN'S room at the RiTdera 
Hotel in Las Vegas, Nevada. He said that he does not 
recall what his specific requests were regarding the 
type of installation to be used, but had left this up 
to KIBOIS . He s aid that he was Interested only in con- 
versation within DAN ROWAN ' s room and had in mind the - 
installation of a microphone and transmitter and not a 
telephone tap. He said, however, that he does not recall 
whether or not he specified not to luike a telephone 
installation. He said that he does recall that he

MAHEU stated that he does not know the identity 
of the unknown subject, also known as J. V. Harrison. Hs 
said that he definitely did not contact ODBOIS and tell 
DUBOIS that he would send one of his men. He insisted that 
IKIBOIS furnished both men to handle this assicsjMnt in 
ias Vegas and that DDBOIS had charged him for transpertation 
and time for two men.VK 

KAHEU repeated that he would take full responsi- 
bility for ordering the installfciGn, that the installation 
W6.S made for the reasons he had given above and in a 
previous interview, and definitely was not made at the 
request or for the benefit of JOHN BOSSELLI or SAHDEL aiANCANA. VA 
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JOHN RCSSELLI vafi contacted at Brucker'B Hair- 
dressers for Men, 97^0 Wilshlr-e Boulevard, Beverly Hills, 
California. ROSSELLI was infoi*med of his right to have 
an attorney and that he did not have to say anything and 
that anything he did say could he used against him In a 
coiirt of law. 

ROSSELLI admitted that he has known ROBERT MAHEU 
for approximately five years. When asked If he knew SAM 
GIANCANA, ROSSELLI stated, "Let's discuss the weather. I 
do not care to answer any more questions."

as William K.Haxvey, former Bureau Agent and now vith 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA). 

^ The Liaison Section determined from CIA that CIA 

I is utilizing Roselli in connection vitb Cuban matters. 

It is knovn that CIA approximately tvo years ago 
had enlisted the aid of Chicago hoodlum Sam Giancana in a 
plan to neutralize. Cuban leader Fidel Castro. In this 
connection ve determined that former Bureau Agent Robert 
Maheu, presently conducting private investigations, vas 
utilized^by CIA as an intermediary. While ve have no 
specific proof of this, ve believe that the approach to 
Giancana by CIA vas made by Maheu through Roselli.

Ab set out In the Investigative section of this 
report, ROSSELLI traveled to Washington, D. C. from 
Los Angeles on 6/20/63 leaving at 1:00 p.m. on TWA 
Flight 60 and returned to Los Angeles the following day on 
United Airlines and on both trips he traveled under the 
name J. RALSTON. 

The following Information is contained in 
Richmond airtel to the Director dated 6/21/63: 

The Los Angeles Division, during the late 
afternoon of 6/20/63* telephonically requested the Richmond 
Division to conduct a physical surveillance of subject, who 
was then enroute to the Dulles International Airport, via 
Transworld Airlines, Flight 60, due to arrive at 8:15 pm. 
The flight originated in Los Angeles, California. 

Physical surveillance at the Dulles International 
Airport revealed that subject arrived at 8:28 pm. He was 

met by a man and woman driving a 1963 Ford Pairlane Ranch 
Wagon, bearing Maryland license DF 78-69, registered to 
WILLIAM KING HARVEY of 28 W. Irving St., Chevy Chase 15, 
Montgomery Co., Maryland. The subject, with unknown man 
and woman, departed in above station wagon from Dulles 
International Airport s*: 8:35 pm and proceeded to Washington, 
D.O., where the automVulla was parked in the 1700 block of 
Wisconsin Ave., N.W. The subject and his two conipanions 
were then observed as they entered Tino's Continental 
Restaurant at 9:13 pm. Richmond Agents continued the 
surveillance in this area until 10:50 pm, at which time the 
surveillance was turned over to Agents of the WFO Office.

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The following investigation was conducted "by 
WFO based on telephonic request received fro3i Alexandria 
RA on 6/20/63. 

WFO Agents assumed fisixr of the subject at 10:50 
P.M., 6/20/63. At that time VPO was advised that the 
subject, accompanied by unknown white male and white female, 
were dining in Tino*8 Continental, 1721 Wisconsin Avenue, 
N.W., Washington, D. C, and that they had proceeded 
there from Dulles Airport, Va., in a late model white 
Ford Ranch Wagon, bearing 1963 Maryland license DP 7869. 

Records of the Maryland Motor Vehicle Bureau 
reflect that license DF 7869 is registered to WILLIAM KING 
HARVEY, 28 West Irving Street, Chevy Chase, Md. WILUAM KINO 
KARVEY is a former Bureau Agent and currently holds a 
high position with CIA. 

Bureau Liaison determined that the subject would 
be a house guest of WILLIAM KING HARVEY on the night of 
6/20/63 and that he planned to depart Washington, D. C. 
6/21/63. It was further determined that the subject may be 
engaged in a CIA operation. 

In view of the above WFO discontinued fisur 
at 11:20 P.M., 6/20/63. 

By memo dated 6/25/63, the Bureau advised the 
Los Angeles Office that the Bureau had deteamined from CIA 
that during his recent trip to Washington, D, C, ROSSELLI 
was in contact with a representative of CIA and that CIA 
advised the Bure?.u that ROSSEIla has periodically indicated 
that he was in a position to be of assistance regarding 
Cuban matters. CIA also advised that this last meeting 
between ROSSELLI and a representative of CIA was to close 
out this entire matter. ROSSELLI has not been given any 
financial remuneration by CIA and CIA has never made any 
commitments to ROSSELLI. 
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The Bjireau advised that this was for the confidential 
information of the Los Angeles Office and ^ould not be 
set forth in an investigative report. 

By memo dated 6/27/63 » the Bureau advised that 
KELLIAN KING HARVEY was the representative of CIA who 
handled contacts with ROSSELLI. 

It is noted that when ROSSEIil made reservations 
to return to Los Angeles on 6/21/63* he left a number where 
he could be reached as OL 2-I829. 

On 7/10/63, the Los Angeles City Public Library 
Information Service advised that the residence telephone 
number of WILLIAM KING HARVEY is OL 4-5178. 

The WFO will be requested by separate communication 
to ascertain the subscriber to Telephone No. OL 2-I829.

The Central Intelligence Agency recently advised 
of a contact Roselli made with Colonel Sheffield Edwards, 
former Director of Security, now retired. Roselli, a 
member of the Chicago "family** of La Cosa Nostra who 
represents their interests in Las Vegas and on the west 
coast, was contacted by Agents of the Los Angeles Division 
shortly before this and they apparently touched a sensitive 
spot. Colonel Edwards, who obviously contacted Roselli in 
the past, thought he looked worried and distraught. The 
contact by our Los Angeles Agents flushed Roselli out and 
he went to the Central Intelligence Agency for protection.

Investigation has established that ROSELLI is an 
alien whose true identity is PHILIP or FILIPPO SACCO. For 
more than two years, investigation has been conducted to 
endeavor to uncover some crime committed by ROSELLI, which 
would have caused him to- change his identity, and to locate 
witnesses who have knowledge of his true name. No evidence 
of a prosecutable crime was uncovered. \X 

In May, 1966, ROSELLI was approached by Agents of 
the Los Angeles Office and was advised that the FBI had 
knowledge of his birth in Italy and the fact that his true 
name was PHILIP SACCO. After several contacts by ROSELLI *s 
attorney concerning this matter, he agreed to permit ROSELLI 
to be interviewed by one Agent. This was done and his 
cooperation was solicited. The day following the interview 
ROSELLI 's attorn^ advised ROSELLI would not be seeing Agents

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Since May, I966, when ROSELLI was interviewed "by 
Agents of the Los Angeles Office, information has been 
obtained from various sources that he has been concerned and 
worried; that he stays at his apartment much more than he 
formerly did; that he travels to Las Vegas less frequently, 
and on several of the trips he has taken to Las Vegas, he 
has been accompanied by his attorney, JAMES CANTILLON. 
Information has also been obtained by an informant that ROSELLI 
has indicated to a girl friend the possibility that he might 
be deported, 

Subsequent to the receipt of the informant information 
concerning ROSELLI's true identity and over the course of the 
past two years, extensive investigative effort has been 
undertaken by the rBI exclusively in an effort to develop: 
(a) A Federal violation, (b) Locate witnesses in a position 
to testify concerning ROSELLI's true identity, and (c) To 
develop him as an inforrant for the FBI. *\js^ 

Los Angeles makes the following observations: 

With regard to (a) above, Los Angeles deeply feels 
that the name change was to cover up a serious crime, for 
example a capital offense. Investigation has not established 
what this offense might be. If the name change was not as 
a result of a capital crime, his purpose, therefore, must 
have been to cover his alien status . 

Therefore, Los Angeles recommends that based on 
investigation conducted, the following courses of action 
take place in the immediate future: 

\lJ That the Bureau authorize the Washington Field 
Office to^-interview Colonel SHEFFIELD EDWARDS, the former 
Director of Security, CIA, who presently heads the firm 
Sheffield Edwards Associates, I815 H Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. 

For background, the Bureau by airtel to Los Angeles 
dated 5/24/66, enclosed a confidential report reflecting a 
contact JOHN ROSELLI made with Colonel SHEFFIELD EDWARDS, 
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former Director of Security, CIA, shortly after ROSELLI was 
contacted by Bureau Agents in Los Angeles in May, I966. 
Among other things, ROSELLI told Colonel EDWARDS that the 
Agents gave him a picture of himself (ROSELLI) when he was 
about 4 years old. (Actually, ROSELLI was several years 
older than 4 when the picture was taken. This picture and 
a picture of his mother were left at his apartment house.) 
The picture of ROSELLI was actually a picture of PHILIP 
SACOO obtained from school records in Boston .^Jj^^'^t-ty 

The admission made by ROSELLI to Colonel EDWARDS 
wou3.d greatly assist in proving ROSELLI 's identity as PHILIP 
SAGCO. The Washington Field Office is being requested to 
interview Colonel EDWARDS, who stated he would be willing 
to be interviewed by representatives of the. Bureau to obtain 
full details of his contact with ROSELLI. ^O/U;) 



In addition to intRrviewing EDWARDS with regard 
to the admission made by ROSiiLLI to him, it is also suggested 
that Colonel EDWARDS be requested to telephonically contact 
ROSELLI following such interview, informing him of the 
contact by P3I Agents. * This course of action is suggested 
because, as reported above, ROSELLI is extremely nervous as 
a result of FBI inquiries into his true identity and this 
contact might serve as the vehicle which could bring about 
ROSELLI '5 cooperation with an aim toward his development 
as an informant 



If this course of action is followed, it is 
suggested that in -addition to EDWARDS prompt call to ROSELLI, 
he could at the time of the cfill report to interviewing 
Agents the reaction of ROSELLI which would also serve to 
advise the FBI that such call had been made. Washington 
Field should, thereafter, telephonically or by teletype, 
advise .'Los Anj^eles that the call was made and ROSELLI 's 
reaction as reported by EDWARDS. Again, to carry this 
further, Los Angeles would, thereafter, make immediate. . 
contact with ROSELLI in Los Angeles, which would give this 
office an opportunity to develop him as an informant while 
he is still psychologically affected. For Washington Field's 
information, ROSELLI can be telephonically contacted through 
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Los Angeles Telephone No. ^7^-^526, which number is listed 
to the Glen Towers, I333 South Beverly Glen, Los Angeles, 
where ROSELLI resides. 

To facilitate the interview of EDWARDS, there is 
enclosed herewith a copy of Bureau airtel to Los Angeles 
dated 5/2^/66, and a confidential memo dated 5/I8/60, which 
was sent to the Bureau by CIA, setting forth Colonel EDWARDS*

It is noted that recently, AUSA RICHARD COLEMAN, 
Chief of the Organized Crime Division, Los Angeles, California 
was presented with a hypothetical case using the basic 
facts of the ROSELLI matter. AUSA COLEMAN indicated 
interest and stated he would bring a matter such as this 
before a Los Angeles Grand Jury. 

It is noted that a special Grand Jury is currently 
in session in Los Angeles inquiring into organized crime, 
which Grand Jury will be in session through January, 19^7 • 
Using this course of action, the Los Angeles Office would, 
in early January, advise the U. S. Attorney of the facts 
in the ROSELLI matter and, if agreeable with the U. S. Attorney, 
witnesses such as ROSELLI 's friends, acquaintances, associates, 
and relatives, which could include a number of high ranking 
JiCN members from Los Angeles, Chicago, New York and Boston, 
would be subpoenaed to appear. It was COLEMAN 's opinion 
that while the Grand Jury could not indict ROSELLI for 
covering his alien status, the Federal Grand Jury would be 
effective in obtaining witnesses' statements under oath 
to be used in a future INS hearing and at the same time, 
afford the Government an opportunity to consider perjury on 
any witness who made perjurous statements. His main interest, 
however, is the disruptive tactics this course of action 

would have against organized criminals such as the known 
associates of the man described in the hypothetical case-X;^ 
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To facilitate this plan of approach, ^^^^requested 
Bure au, through Legat Rome, recontact 
,sk him if he would consent to appea^a^T^^^^ 

■wi-tness in Los Angeles, California to testify on statements 
furnished by him on ROSELLI's true identity, or if he 
would furnish a deposition of the material information he 
has provided concerning ROSELLI's identity. Legat Rome is 
also being requested to obtain exemplified copies of the 
birth certificates of FILIPPO SACCOj NARIA SACCO and VINCENZO 
SACCO. It xs noted that in the past copies of these 
certificates have been obtained and forwarded to Los Angeles, 
however, they were not exemplified copies 

To facilitate the leads for Legat Rome, there are 
^ enclosed herewith for the Bureau an orig ^ia^^i^f ive copies 
a letterhead memorandum 

It is requested that the leads for Legat and 
Washington Field, if Bureau approved, be expeditiously 
handled to facilitate the possibility of utilization of 
information in January, I967, before a Federal Grand Jury, 
Los Angeles, as outlined above. 

Copies of this communication are being furnished 
to both Miami and Boston > based on outstanding leads in 
their respective divisions . Leads in this matter should 
also be completed by these offices and forwarded to Los 
Angeles expeditiously, bearing in mind the possibility of a 
January target da.te.\>^ 

For the information of the Bureau, reference 
is made to the Bureau airtel to Los Angeles dated 5/24/66, 
which enclosed the CIA memo of 5/18/66. In the CIA memo, 
it was requested by this agency that ROSELLI not be informed 
that CIA had disseminated his contact with EDWARDS prior to 
contact with their agen^v^ for consideration of any implications 
it would cause CIA . '5>^ 

As pointed out above in this communication, the 
statement ROSELLI made to former CIA employee EDWARDS that 
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the photograph shown to him was a picture of him as a child 
is of extreme pertinence to establishing proof of the dual 
role ROSELLI has played. If at all possible, it is desired 
that EDWARDS he permitted to testify to this. Therefore, 
the Bureau is requested through liaison to apprise CIA of 
our desired action and obtain from them a clearance to 
subpoena and utilize Colonel EDWARDS in a future Federal 
Grand Jury or INS hearing.

While our intensive investigation failed to uijtover

a target under the Top Echelon Criminal Informant Program. 
To date, Roselli has failed to cooperate with us, however, 
it is known that he is extremely apprehensive concerning the 
information in the Bureau's possession and has indicated to 
associates that he fears he might be deported . "VJ^ 

In this regard, Roselli has been in contact with one 
Colonel Sheffield Edwards, a retired CIA official with whom 
Roselli has had previous dealings. During this contact, which 
Edwards reported to his successor at CIA, Roselli admitted his 
identity as Sacco .*><^ 

Los Angeles has proposed two future courses of action 
} in regard to Roselli » The first is to have Bureau Agents 
interview Edwards regarding Roselli *s admissions. Following 
his interview they would request Edwards to call Roselli and 
advise him of the FBI inquixy. Los Angeles' thinking here is 
that in view of Roselli 's apprehensiveness over this 
situation, such an interview might have the effect of bringing 
about Roselli *s cooperation.

Re: John Roselli 



The second course of action is to commence legal 
action by calling local witnesses before a grand jury to 
expand on Roselli 's alien status. In this regard, a set of 
hypothetical facts similar to those surrounding the Roselli 
situation have been presented to the Assistant United States 
Attorney in charge of the Organized Crime Section in 
Los Angeles who has indicated a desire to proceed on such a 
x^ase. He had advised that while no indictment eould be 
returned against Roselli based on his alien status, 
testimony received during such hearings could be utilized 
at a later date in immigration hearings and further that 
any statements made by friends, relatives and associates 
before such a grand jury could be the basis for perjury 
charges at some later date. In addition, it is felt such 
action would have an extremely disruptive effect on Roselli* 
hoodlum associates, many of whom would be called to testify 
before such a jury, 

It is felt that Los Angeles should be instructed 
to proceed along the lines of the second course of action. 
Concerning Edwards, it is not felt desirable to have the 
CIA drawn into this matter which would necessarily be the 
case should Edwards be called upon to provide any service 
other than to restate the details of his contact with 
Roselli. Edwards could and should be called as a logical 
witness before the proposed grand juzy . after CIA notified . 

The second course of action, of course, provides 
us with the desirable goal of possible prosecutive action 
emanating from the grand jury against not only Roselli, but 
additionally, certain of his hoodlum associates.^

On December 19, 1966, the Liaison Agent met 
with Howard J. Osborn, Director of Security, Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA), and briefly reviewed the 
meeting which Colonel Sheffield Edwards, former CIA 
Director of Security, held with the subject on May 12, 
1966, as previously reported. Roselli told Edwards that 
the FBI bad left an envelope at his apartment, and this 
envelope contained a photograph of the subject when he 
was a child. Osborn was told that consideration was being 
given to initiating legal action against Roselli by calling 
witnesses who could furnish information bearing on Roselli *s 
alien status. The Liaison Agent asked If CIA would support 
such action. This question was posed since Edwards relation- 
ship with the subject was associated with a sensitive CIA / 
intelligence operation. XGh^Ilk) JOF^^CWLT. 

Osborn advised that CIA could not permit Edwards 
to testify before a grand Jury or any kind of Judicial 
hearing regarding the meeting of May 12, 1966, or concern- 
ing any other phases of Edwards relationship with Roselli. 
Osborn stated that in the opinion of CIA any such appearance 
by Edwards would immediately "open the door" to public 
exposure of an extremely sensitive intelligence operation: 
that it is CIA's belief that there can be no real assurance 
that testimony would not leak; and that revelation of the 
intelligence operation would prove highly embarrassing to 
the United States Government. Osborn advised that CIA is 
of the strong opinion that if Edwards ever testified the 
subject would not hesitate to expose the intelligence 
operation. Osborn freely admitted that Roselli has CIA in 
an unusually vulnerable position.

Osborn stated that CIA was also thinking of Edwards 
personal safety. He expressed concern that the subject and 
bis associates no doubt have the capability to strike at 
Edwards . 

In connection with the aforementioned meeting of 
May 12, 1966, Osborn wanted to highlight the fact that the 
subject never revealed to Edwards that his true name is 
Philip Sacco. According to Osborn, the subject did make 
it quite clear that he was having difficulty with the FBI, 
and he did refer to a photograph- - but did not volunteer 
any information regarding another identity. Osborn commented 
that in the opinion of CIA, subject very likely made the 
contact with Edwards on the assumption that Edwards would 
inform the FBI. 

Osborn asked that his information be held within 
the Bureau on a strictly need-to-know basis, and requested 
that he be advised if the Bureau insists on Edwards testify- 
ing before a grand Jury or at any other type of Judicial 
hearing. He stated that Edwards was Instructed long ago 
not to discuss any aspect of this matter with anyone without 
first consulting with CIA Headquarters. 

Osborn recognized that CIA has a duty to furnish 
all necessary cooperation, and he did not discount the 
possibility that CIA relationship with Roselli could be 
explored to possible advantage. He stated that if the 
Bureau has any Ideas or plans apart from Edwards testimony 
the Agency will be glad to confer with us. ^ 

OBSERVATION: ^ P^X^RETj 

Roselli seems to have CIA in a **box.** CIA, which 
has been the target of heavy ferns' attack, very definitely 
has the Jitters and will do everjrthing possible to avoid 
potential embarrassment. CIA is assuming that Roselli has 
no qualBis about embarrassing CIA If it serves his interests. 
Roselli appears to have a powerful weapon by merely threaten- 
ing to expose the sensitive operation.

Agency (CIA), telephonically advised Special Agent PaplCh 
that he had received a telephone call from the subject ...

Reference is made to my memorandum dated 5/4/67 
indicating that the subject had telephoaically contacted 
William Harvey, Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), stating 
that be was coming to Washington in the near future and 
that he vould be in contact \»ith Harvey. On 5/5/67, ^ 
Harvey volunteered the following information to the 'l . 
Liaison Agent: . 

Harvey briefly reviewed his association with 
Roselli, stating that he first met him in the Spring of 
19Q2 pursuant to instructions of his CIA superiors. Roselli 
already had established and maintained contact with CIA 
in~«onnection with the plan directed against Castro. 
After CIA's operation was compromised in the Spring of 
1961, CIA decided to cut off relations with Roselli and'- 
Sam Giancanna but wanted to make certain that the severance 
was performed as smoothly as possible in order to avoid 
any adverse repercussions. Harvey inherited the assignment 
of .the "phasing out'* part of the operation in the Spring 
of 1962. His essential function was to neutralize any 
attempts by Giancanna or Roselli to embarrass CIA. In 
1963, Harvey was told to avoid any further contact with-' 
Roselli and he has not seen him since. During the past^^ 
year he has received three or four telephone calls from 
the subject, at which time Roselli brought up no problems 
and apparently was interested in only engaging in general 
chit-chat.

Harvey has learned . that Rose 111 has occasion 
to confer vith Robert Maheu but did not know the extent 
and the nature of the relationship between the two. 
Harvey stated that. he personally has never been in contact 
with Giancanna. fie further commented that none of the 
stories coming out of the Garrison investigation in New 
Orleans in any way relate to the CIA operation which was 
directed against Castro. 

With regard to the recent call, Harvey stated 
that he will not seek Roselli but if Roselli c<»nes to 
Washington Harvey will meet with him if he is contacted. 
He feels that acting to the contrary will only bring 
troubles for CIA, He stated that if he meets with 
Roselli he will carefully listen to all information 
volunteered and will make certain that the data is trans- 
mitted to the Bureau.

William Harvey, former Central Intelligence Agency

Agent Papich asked Harvey why Roselli called in {j- 
the first place.

On 10/5/67, Harvey contacted Agent I^plch and In 
substance furnished the same information as a1x>ve* In addition, 
he stated that he learned from Roselli that subject had been 
scheduled to appear before a Grand Jurjr concerning a charge 
relating to his citizenship status. Roselli made the statement, 
"Someone claims I vas not born in the United States." He told 
Harvey he vfas not vorrled. Subject also indicated there vas 
an investigation regarding alleged illegal gambling operations 
at the Friars Club in Los Angeles, and an allegation bad been 
made that subject ivas Involved. Roselli stated that members 
of the club had absolved him of any involvement. 

It should be noted that Harvey told O&born and 
Papich that the conversation with Roselli lasted approximately 
one hour. The information volunteered by Harvey certainly 
does not suggest a conversation of that length. The observa- 
tion is therefore being made that Harvey may not be divulging 
all that is taking place between him and Roselli. This is 
strictly speculation. 

At the end of the meeting, Harvey stated that be 
will continue to report all contacts vith Roselli.

You previously have been informed concerning a 
relationship between the subject and the CIA which 
developed a few years ago when CIA concocted a plan to 
assassinate Fidel Castro. Utilization of certain U.S. 
hoodlum types was a key element of the plan which was 
never implemented. 

William Harvey, former Bureau Agent and now 
retired from CIA, was one of the CIA officials who estab- 
lished a relationship with Roselli. From time to time 
Harvey has volunteered information to Special Agent 
Sam Papich, which data Harvey has obtained from what 
appears to be occasional contacts with subject. Harvey 
also contacts CIA officials and maintains that he has not 
been able to sever the relationship with the subject for 
fear that Roselli might become antagonized and consequently 
become a problem. In this connection Roselli is in a 
position to hurt CIA if he desires to expose his involvement 
with the Agency in the plot to assassinate Castro. He does 
have this hanging over CIA*s head. 

On 10/27/67 Harvey telephonically contacted 
Agent Papich from New York City and stated that he wanted 
to confer with the Bureau Agent when he returned to 
Washington on or about 10/31/67. Harvey contacted Agent 
Papich on the morning of 10/31/67 and asked for a meeting. 
The Agent has indicated that he would try to see him later 
in the week.'VA 

In the meantime, Harvey has been in contact 
with CIA. Howard Osborn, Director of Security, CIA, 
advised the Liaison Agent on 10/30/67 that Harvey had 
met that morning with Osborn and Richard Helms, Director, 
CIA. At that meeting, Harvey stated that he had received 
a communicat:|,on from subject concerning his indictment

and arrest. According to Harvey, Roselli "is looking 
for help." Harvey told the CIA officials that subject 
obviously is probing to determine if CIA can intervene 
on bis behalf. Harvey told Helms that he iras seeking 
advice and guidance for bis future contacts with subject. 
Helms told Harvey that he would give the matter some 
thought and would be in touch with him. 

During the course of the conversation with 
the CIA officials, Harvey volunteered that he personally_ 

^ has had some contact with Ed Morgan, former Bureau Agent,' 
:Who is practicing law in the D. C. area. Harvey explained 
that since he himself was admitted to the D. C. Bar in 
the very recent past, he was making a point of establishing 
contact with some lawyers in the area who m he personally 
knew. Harvey made the observation tbat^CSS^iTbbviously 
was very well informed concerning CIA*s past relationship 
with Roselli. Harvey assumes that "Morgan acquired this 
information from Robert Maheu, another former Bureau Agent, 
who was utilized by CIA when it initiated its contacts 

^with the hoodlum elements for planning of the Castro 
assassination. 

Osborn advised in strict confidence that he and 
Helms had very serious doubts that Harvey was divulging 
all information he possesses concerning subject. Osborn 
is confident that Harvey is holding out and possibly has 
become involved in some financial proposition with subject. 

OBSERVATIONS ; 

Harvey has been fully apprised of the dangers stemming 
from any association he may maintain with subject. He very 
clearly knows that Roselli is a top hoodlum and subject of 
a Bureau investigation. Harvey has indicated that he has no 
intention of becoming involved in any illegal or criminal 
activities and that he wants to cooperate fully with the 
Bureau. He has not asked for any information but has been 
careful to report his contacts with subject. Whether or not 
he has repoittMadequately is a matter of conjecture. It

should be noted that Instead of vithdraving from a 
relationship with Roselli, he seems to be getting in 
deeper. His role in this situation is definitely 
questionable. 

On 10/31/67 Richard Helms furnished Agent 
Papich essentially the same Information as that made 
available by Osborn of CIA. Helms made it emphatically 
clear that he mistrusts Harvey; that he is not going to 
permit himself or CIA to beMackmailed by anybody; and 
that he has no fear of any threats vhich may emanate 
from subject. Helms commented that as far as he is 
concerned the Bureau can treat Harvey as it sees' fit.

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William Harvey, former Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) employee, advised the Liaison Agent on January 26, 1968, 
that the subject had mailed him copies of motions which bad 
been filed by Roselli's attorney. The subject did not ask for 
any assistance or for any comments from Harvey 

Harvey asked the Liaison Agent if he had rea'd the 
indictment against the subject. The Agent replied in the 
negative. There was no further discussion on this item. \^ 

Harvey then volunteered the observation that if 
Roselli were deeply involved in organized crime, and he 
acknowledged that this undoubtedly was true, the subject 
undoubtedly was serving in the role of "advocato." He stated 
that he was using this Italian term which essentially meant 
that the subject would act as an arbitrator or mediator if 
and when "squabbles" or differences arose in "the organization."

The plan \ras never implemented, but CIA 
was left in a potentially embarrassing position bearing in 
mind that Roselli certainly had the capability of blackmailing 
CIA. William Harvey, former Bureau Agent and now retired from 
CIA, was one of the CIA officials who maintained a relationship 
with Roselli. Harvey has continued periodic contact with 
Roselli. He has periodically volunteered information to 
Special Agent Papich; this information has not been of any 
unusual significance,

On 3/28/68 Richard Helms, Director of CIA, advised 
the'Liaison Agent that Harvey had called on him on 3/27/68. 
At t^t time Harvey briefly reviewed the background of CIA's 
involvement with the subject and then emphasized to Helms that 
Roselli 's case on the West Coast was developing to a point 
which necessitated some seriou s thinking on the part of CIA. 
Harvey told Helms that^id morgan is now serving as legal 
counsel f or the subject in Washington, D. C, and he pointed 
out that nlSfgan was fully aware of the background and details 
concerning CIA's involvement with Roselli.

Helms advised that he accepted Harvey's statements 
as a form of pressure, and he then made it very clear to Harvey 
that CIA was not making any kind of a deal vith the subject or 
anybody else. He told Harvey that if he saw any necessity to 
discuss the matter in the future, he vould contact him.

Helms confided to the Agent that he vas not going 
to be squeezed into any position by Harvey, Rose Hi, or any 
other individuals. At this point he feels very strongly that 
if Roselli or any of his supporters are inclined to expose CIA's 
past involvement with the subject he, Helms, was prepared to 
take the consequences. He stated that he would much rather do 
this than inject himself in any kind of a negotiation with the 
subject. 

Helms stated that he fully realizes that at some 
point it may become necessary to confer with the Attorney 
General.

Harvey briefly commented that some people may forget 
that this is an election year* He followed by stating that 
Robert Kennedy was knowledgeable of the operation which had 
been devised by CIA with the collaboration of Roselli and his 
cohorts. Although he did not so state, Harvey definitely left 
the implication that Kennedy is in an extremely vulnerable 
position if it were ever publicized that he condoned an operation 
which involved U* S* Government utilization of hoodlum elements.

United States District Judge PIERSON H.HALL, 
trial Judge In the Alien case, has previously denied a 
hearing to ROSEUiI for a reduction In sentence in that 
case. This motion vas also based on the same alleged CIA 
cooperation.^ 

Assistant United States Attorney NISSEN has 
advised both MARSHALL and Judge GRAY that he will not agree 
to the mere filing of affidavits In a hearing for reduction 
of sentence. NISSEN is insisting that the person giving 
the affidavit appear in court so he will have the opportunity 
to cross examine them. KARSHALL has said he will call 
witnesses and NISSEN will insist on ANDERSON and his employees

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Set forth in the details of this report is 
information which has appeared in Los Angeles newspapers 
concerning an appearance by JOHN ROSELLI before a Special 
Senate Committee headed by Senator FRANK CHURCH on 
6/24/75. This testimony allegedly reveals efforts by 
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JOHN ROSELLI to assassinate FIDEL CASTRO on behalf of 
the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) , 

The connection between ROSELLI and the CIA first 
came to the attention of the Los Angeles Office in an 
investigation entitled, "ARTHUR JAMES BALLETTI; ET AL; 
UPUC, Los Angeles file 139-77, Bureau file 139-1201." 

BALLETTI had installed illegal microphones in- th ow guife e . 

—of DAN ROWAN, one of the partners in the Rowan & Martin 
"Comedy Team-arthe Riviera Hotel, Las Vegas. ROWA NT^ t 
the time, w2s dating THYLLlB MC GOTSET who had been up 
until that time the girl friend^of SAM GIANCANA, the **Boss" 
of the Chicago Family of the La Cosa Nostra (LCN).^ 

During the course of the investigation of the 
above matter, interviews were conducted with ROBERT MAHEU, 
a former Special Agent of the FBI, who advised that he had 
been contacted during the latter part of 1960 by Colonel 
SHEFFIELD EDWARDS, Director- of Security, CIA. According to 
MAHEU, EDWARDS requested him to contact SAM GIANCANA since 
gambling activities in Cuba had been controlled by GIANCANA 
and his associates in Cuba and the CIA believed that 
GIANCANA would still have sources and contacts in Cuba which 
could possibly be used by the CIA, MAHEU subsequently admitted 
that he had met with ROSELLI at the Kenilworth Hotel in Miami 
Beach, Florida, in October of 1960 regarding this matter. 
ROSELLI was using the name of J. A. ROLLINS at that time. 

MAHEU.,.ad^^grfl^ that the reason the microphone had 
been put in DAN ROWAN room was because he had received 
information that there had been leaks concerning his relationship 
with the CIA and he thought t]^aL fbff^|kj.eaks might possibly 
be through SAM GIANCANA to *tlOT!lS^H<S ^tJIRE to DAN ROWAN. 

During the BALLETTI investigation, Colonel EDWARDS 
of the CIA was contacted and admitted that he had contacted 
MAHEU as a go-between in contacts with GIANCANA. EDWARDS 
admitted the reason for contacts with GIANCANA were because 
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GIANCANA and his associates had formerly controlled gambling 
prior to CASTRO coming to power and the CIA was hopeful of 
using their sources and contacts* Colonel EDWARDS advised 
that the CIA had hoped to use these sources and contacts 
in connection with the CIA's clandestine efforts against the 
CASTRO Government. He did not explain this further. 

Th^M^g£^ffice advised on 12/11/61, that 
according to ■■■■HI^OSELLI and GIANCANA discussed 
electronic monitoring e<piipment during which time the 
CIA was mentioned. 

On 6/20/63, JOHN ROSELLI was observed to depart 
Los Angeles for Washington, D.C. on TWA flight 60, under 
the name of J. RALSTON. Special Agents of the Richmond 
Division observed ROSELLI depart from this flight, at which 
time he was met by an individual driving an automobile regis- 
tered to WILLIAM KING HARVEY of Montgomery County, Maryland. 
ROSELLI and the individual, subsequently identified as 
HARVEY, proceeded to Washington, D. C. HARVEY is a former 
Bureau Agent and in 1963 held a high position with the CIA. \J\ 

Subsequently, the CIA advised the Bureau that 
ROSELLI had been in contact with a representative of the 
CIA and that according to the CIA, ROSELLI had periodically 
indicated that he was in a position to be of assistance 
regarding Cuban Matters. The CIA informed the Bureau that 
this last meeting between ROSELLI and a representative of the 
CIA was to close out this entire matter. ROSELLI, according 
to the CIA, had not been given any financial remuneration and 
the CIA had neVer made axiy commitments to ROSELLI. 

During May of 1966, efforts were made by the Los 
Angeles Office to develop ROSELLI as a C-TE. Within several 
days of the contact by FBI Agents. ROSELLI traveled to 
Washington, D. C. , and contacted Colonel EDWARDS about his 
meeting with FBI Agents. ROSELLI told EDWARDS that he had 
been approached by two FBI Agents who told him that they

wanted to talk to him alone and that it pertained to 
National Security. He told Colonel EDWARDS that the 
Agent attempted to give him an envelope which he 
refused to take. VThen ROSELLI returned home, he found 
this same envelope at his apartment reception desk and that 
it contained a picture of a woman and child. ROSELLI told 
him the picture of the child was himself at that age. 
According to Colonel EEWARDS , ROSELLI made no requests of 
him to make any inquiry or to do anything concerning this 
and he was merely informing Colonel EDWARDS of this infor- 
mation j^)f4-.(*-V} 

Prior to a trial in U. S. District Court (USDC), 
Los Angeles, in early 1968, of ROSELLI on Alien Charges, 
efforts were made by the Bureau to secure the assistance 
of Colonel EEWARDS as a witness to the admissions made to 
him by ROSELLI. The CIA declined to allow Colonel EEWARDS 
to testify because it would immediately "open the door" to 
public exposure of an extremely sensitive intelligence 
operation, (UJ 

In April of 1968, information was received from 
the U. S. Attorney's Office, Los Angeles, that the Department 
of Justice had received a request from the CIA and the 
indictment of ROSELLI be quashed because he was a CIA informant. 
The indictment was not quashed and ROSELLI was subsequently 
convicted and sentenced to six months in custocfy of the 
Attomiey General on these charges. ^ 

On 3/1/71, ADRIAN MARSHALL and TOM WADDEN, Attorneys 
for JOHN ROSELLI, appeared in USDC, Los Angeles, in an effort 
to obtain a hearing date for a modification of sentence for 
ROSELLI based on a series of articles written by S3mdicated 
colimmist JACK ANDERSON. These articles alleged that JOHN 
ROSELLI was involved with the CIA in clandestine operations 
involving Cuba. The U, S. District Judge denied the hearings 
and commented that even if the articles were true, it would not 
have an effect on the sentence he imposed on ROSELLI. 
OyThe affidavit^Q^^JDERSON are set out in the Los Angeles 
report of SA dated 3/17/71, in this matter, 
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ROSELLI's attoimey, ADRIAN MARSHALL, appeared 
in another USDC, Los Angeles, in the Friars Club Case 
on 7/7/71, and attempted to argue for a reduction in 
sentence based on ROSELLI's alleged participation with 
the CIA in a plot to assassinate CASTRO. The U. S. District 
Judge interrupted MARSHALL prior to his finishing his argu- 
ment and told MARSHALL that ROSELLI's cooperation with the 
CIA would not give ROSELLI any "brownie points" in his court 
room and that such an event would have been catastrophic 
in his opinion. 

The above is a sxjmmary of the information 
contained in Los Angeles files regarding ROSELLI's association 
with the CIA and is being set out in this report in view of 
the information set out in the details of this report that 
ROSELLI had testified before a Senate Committee investigating 
the CIA.

investigating CIA and allegedly testified to his involve- 
ment with CIA. SAM GIANCANA, close associate of ROSELLI, 
murdered in Chicago, Illinois, 6/19/75. xj^ 
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The Miami Office advised as follows on 
June 23, 1975: y\

Attorney, Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS), 
Federal Building, Miami, Florida, advised on June 23, 1975, 
that subject's immigration case is still under appeal in 
Washington, D. C. \v 
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Mr. DAVID W. WALTERS, Attorney, Suite 1001, 100 
Biscayne Boulevard, Miami, Florida, stated on June 23, 1975, 
that he was representing the subject in his itnmigration 
case, which is now under appeal. He said he also represents 
ROSELLI in litigation with the U. S. Army over ROSELLI's 
discharge from the Array in World War II. ROSELLI is contending 
that he is entitled to an honorable type discharge. \> 

Mr, WALTERS said that he has no information relating 
to ROSELLI 's connection with alleged attempts on the life of 
FIDEL CASTRO. He said ROSELLI never alluded to the allegation, 
although he, WALTERS, has been contacted by the press concerning 
ROSELLI 's alleged part in the conspiracy. He said it was 
rumored by the press that ROSELLI would testify before a U. S. 
Senate Committee in the near future. \^ 

The 'Los Angeles Times,' the Los Angeles 'Herald 
Examiner', the 'New York Post', and the 'New York Times', 
all carried articles in their June 25, 1975, editions regarding 
JOHN ROSELLI and his testimony before the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence which is chaired by Senator FRANK 
CHURCH. The article published by the 'New York Times' is as 
follows: \^ 

"WASHINGTON, June 24_, John Roselli, a former 
member of the Al Capone gang and an operative of the 
Mafia for most of his adult life, told a Senate 
committee today that he had been recruited by the 
Central Ingelligence Agency in a plot to kill Premier 
Fidel Castro of Cuba, according to members of the 
committee . " 

"Mr. Roselli, a tanned, stocky 69-year-old man, 
testified before the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence under heavy guard in a closed session 
for some two hours. According to the committee 
chairman, Senator Frank Church, Democrat of Idaho, 
Mr. Roselli' s testimony 'filled in, in much greater 
detail, (the plot) and did not depart from what has 
been published in the press.' " 
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"Earlier Mr. Church had said that the conrraittee 
had evidence that the C.I .A. was involved in 
assassination plots and assassination attempts. 
Senator John G, Tower, Republican of Texas, who is 
the committee vice chairman, said that Mr. Roselli 
had provided 'details of contacts that were made,* 
adding, 'It doesn't throw any new light on the 
situation as I see it.' He said that as a result 
of Mr. Roselli 's testimony and other evidence, the 
premise that the C.I. A. used the Mafia to try to kill 
Premier Castro 'is pretty well laid on the record.' " VX 

"According to published reports, Mr. Roselli was 
recruited in late 1960 by Robert A. Maheu, acing on 
behalf of the C.I.A. , in a plot to kill Mr. Xastro. 
Mr. Maheu, according to authoritative sources, also 
recruited Sam Giancana, a Chicago rackets boss, in 
what was essentially a plan to poison the three top 
leaders of the Cuban Government and create a power 
vacuum in the new revolutionary state,"" '\> 

"Mr, Giancana was shot to death last Thursday 
in his Oak Park, 111,, home. His killers have not 
been apprenhended. The Chicago police have described 
the killing as a premeditated 'excution.* Senator 
Church said that the committee ha3 planned to call 
Mr, Giancana as a witness," XJ^ 

"Mr. Giancana' s death left Mr. Roselli as the 
only organized crime figure who is known to have been 
connected with the plot, Leslie Scherr, one of the 
two lawyers who accompanied Mr. Roselli to the hearing, 
said later that Mr. Giancana' s death had not caused 
Mr. Roselli to fear for himself, but for members ' 
of his family." 

"Another source said that Mr. Roselli was 
concerned about possible retaliation from Cuban 
nationalist groups rather than fearing an attack from 



organized crime elements." 
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"Whatever his fears, Mr. Roselli came before 
the consnittee under extraordinary security pre- 
cautions. He was taken to and from the committee 
room by back stairs and elevators under the guard 



"Photographs of Mr. Roselli have not been 
published for several years and many of the 
newsmen did not know what he looked like. According 
to Mr. Scherr, a practice attempt was made to mislead 
newsmen as to who Mr. Roselli was. Mr. Scherr said 
he did not believe any news agency had been successful 
in photographing Mr. Roselli and that he would 'urge 
any organization not to use the picture if they had it.' 

"Senator Church said that the committee had 
agreed to help Mr. Roselli in avoiding the press. He 
said that the committee had permitted Mr. Roselli 
to name only C.l.A. officials with whom he dealt and 
not to name private parties. Mr. Roselli was concerned 
about the safety of private parties if their names 
became known, Mr. Church said." 

"Mr, Roselli was dressed in a well-tailored black 
suit, tailored shirt with cufflinks and conservative 
tie. He answered the committee's questions calmly, one 
member said, and appeared to be like 'anybody's 
grandfather.' "

"CAREER BEGAN IN 1930 'S" 

"Mr. Roselli gave his testimony in 'layman's 
terms' and used little gangland slang, the member said. 
Mr. Roselli was reportedly serious but occasionally 
displayed a wry sense of humor. When one committee 
member asked him how he could quickly identify a parti- 
cular agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation the 
witness rejoined, 'because he followed me for three 
years. He was in charge of ray case!" \ v 
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"Mr. Roselli's criminal career began in the 
nineteen-thirties when he was arrested 16 times on 
charges of carrying a gun while in the gang con- 
trolled by Al Capone. He served in the Array from 
1942 to 1945, and received an undesirable discharge." 

"It was while in the service that Mr. Roselli 
was convicted of a scheme to extort money from 
Holl5wood figures that stemmed from activities before 
the war. He was not convicted again until 1969 when 
he was sentenced to five years in Prison for a card 
cheating scandal at the Friars Club in Los Angeles." \J\ 

"The Government, at that time, began efforts 
to deport Mr. Roselli to Italy, where he was bom 
in 1905. The case is being appealed. Mr, Roselli 
is; also suing to have his discharge changed from 
undesirable to honorable." sS, 

"In the next two days the committee is esqjected 
to hear testimony from Mr. Maheu and CI. A. officials 
familiar with the plot.".. 



The article by the 'Herald Examiner' contains 
a photograph of several individuals leaving the Senate 
after testifying before the Committee, Included in this 
photograph is a picture of JOHN ROSELLI and one of his 
attorneys, JAMES P. CANTILLON. It is noted that CANTILLON' 
name does not appear in any of the articles as the attorney 
representing ROSELLI before the Committee. 

According to the local Los Angeles newspapers, 
SAM GIANCANA was shot and killed in his residence in the 
Chicago area on June 19, 1975.

As the Bureau is aware, JOHN ROSELLI has been 
under intensive investigation by the Bureau under the 
Bureau' s former Top Hoodlum Program and the present 
Criminal Intelligence Program since 1957. In the early 
1960's, ROSELLI was named by the Bureau as a subject for 
Intensified investigation. 

In 1968, ROSELLI was convicted in two separate 
cases initiated and investigated by the Los Angeles Office. 
He has served time as a result of these two convictions. 
Since ROSELLI 's release from prison in October of 1973, 
he has moved to Florida but continues to spend some time 
in Los Angeles. In Florida ROSELLI has been ordered 
deported by an INS Hearing Officer and he is currently 
appealing this decision. '\X 

During the intensified investigation conducted 
by the Bureau on ROSELLI 's activities, it was learned t;^ 
early as 1960, that ROSELLI had an association with the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) through ROBERT MAHEU, 
a former FBI Agent. Several other instances of contacts 
between ROSELLI and the"" CIA were developed over the years, 
including a surveillance in 1963 when ROSELLI was picked up 
at Dulles Airport by a CIA agent, WILLIAM HARVEY. ROSELLI^ s 
attorney also attempted to use his alleged association with 
the CIA in efforts to have his sentences reduced in his 
conviction for being an illegal alien and for his conviction 
in the Friars Club Case; however, the judges in both 
instances refused to reduce the sentences. 
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Following ROSELLI's convictions in the Alien 
and Friars Club Cases, he was granted immunity during 
the investigation into hidden interests by the Detroit 
La Cosa Nostra (LCN) in the Frontier Hotel, Las Vegas, 
Nevada, which eventually led to the convictions of ANTHONY 
ZERILLI, MICHAEL P0LIZ2I, and ANTHONY GIARDANO on ITAR - 
GAMBLING Charges. ROSELLI answered all questions put to 
him before the Federal Grand Jury by former Assistant U. S. 
Attorney DAVID R. NISSEN; however, he was found to be a 
very intelligent witness who was able to perjure himself 
in those areas he knew the Government would be unable to 
prove without divulging informants, -y^^ 

Newspaper articles in Los Angeles have revealed 
that ROSELLI has testified concerning his relationship with 
the CIA before the Special Senate Committee chaired by 
Senator FRANK CHURCH on 6/24/75. These articles revealed 
that ROSELLI allegedly furnished an interview with JACK 
ANDERSON concerning his testimony immediately following his 
testimony, 

The Los Angeles Office feels that in view of the 
vast amount of information developed during the intensified 
investigation of ROSELLI, that ROSELLI's testimony should be 
reviewed by an Agent of the Los Angeles Office in an effort 
to develop a perjury case on him. 

The Bureau, if not already done, is requested to 
obtain a copy of ROSELLI's testimony before this Senate 
Committee and furnish same to the Los Angeles Office, "^j^ 
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This matter is being placed in a pending inactive 
status for a period of six morths, at which time .it will

It had been previously reported that JOHN ROSELLI 

on June 24, 1975, according to the "Los Angeles Times" and 
the "New York Times" appeared before the Senate Select 

Coirraittee on Intelligence, which Is chaired by Senator FRANK 

Xh"JRCH and testified that he had been contacted by the Central 

Intelligence Agency (CIA) through ROBERT MAHEW, to try to 
kill Premier CASTRO of Cuba. . • 
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According to- the "Los Angedes Times" of July 30, 
1975, RICHARD M. BISSELL, a former Chief, of Clandestine 
•Services -for the CIA, testified before the CHURCH Coinniittee 
that he personally had approved the CIA cooperation with 
"Mafia" figures to assassinate Cuban Premier CASTRO in 1960. 
BISSELL when questioned by reporters said arrangements with 
the Mafia had been handled by the office of the late Colonel 
SHEFFIELD EDWARDS, through ROBERT A. MAHEW. Colonel SHEFFIELD 
EDJ^ARDS was the CIA*s Director of Security. BISSELL told 
reporters that Colonel EDWARDS had arranged the highly 
secret cooperation with Under^vorld figures SAM GIANCANA and 
JOHN ROSELLI, but that he, BISSELL, had approved it.\j^ 

BISSELL said that the arrangements with the Mafia 
began "in the last half of 1960" and might have been 
suggested to the CIA by GIANCANA or other Mafia figures 
because "they did have very large interests in Cuba that 
were totally eclipsed or destroyed by Castro." BISSELL 
also speculated that Underworld figures were seeking to 
build up credit vjith the U, S. Government against possible 
Federal prosecution in the future, 

According to the "Los Angeles Times" and the "Los 
Angeles Herald Examiner" on July 31, 1975, ROBERT A. MAHEW 
testified before the CHURCH Committee on July 30, 1975., 
Follov7ing his two days of testimony behind closed doors 'he 
told reporters that he once helped the CIA develop plans 
to poison CASTRO because,"! felt we were involved in a just 
war." ^LAHSl>7 told reporters that he had recruited ROSELLI 
and GIANCANA in 1960 at the suggestion of two CIA officials. 
The CIA had paid him' $500.00 a month for private investigator 
work during the late 1950' s. MAKEIv said he vras also 
approached on the CASTRO Matter in 1960 by JAMES J. O'CONNELL, 
a CIA Super\'-isor , who had previously served as his contact. 
MAHEW told reporters that O'COInNELL asked him to contact JOHN

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It should be noted that ROSELLI was inducted 
into the U. S. Army on December 4, 1942 at Fort Mc Arthur, 
California, and had.Am^ Serial Number 39547191. On .

Division, Camp Hook, California, and on May 25, 1943, he 
V7as transferred to Governor's' Island, New York City. He.
